“ NEW-YORK, July 28. 





On Thurfday lait, the brig American Hero, 
Capt. M‘Dougall, arrived in this port, in 36 
days from Havre-de-Grace. We can learn but 
few particulars by this veflel—a courier, how- 
ever, had arrived from the Brabantine country 
five days before the failed, viz. on the zoth June, 
who only informed, that no adtion had happened 
fince thofe of Mons and Valenciennes; that the 
armies were not far from each other ; that the ar- 
my in general was deploring the delufion which 
occafioned Dilion’s fate, and that diicipline was 
an objeét much fought after, and defired by the 
patriotic foldiery. Mefiieurs Bufillet, de Ja Bi- 
garre, Peaubelle, and Deidoity, came paflengers 
ia the brig. 

We learn from Sheiburne, Nova Scotia, that a 
terrible fire rages in the woods, in that neighbor- 
hood, which had, July 6, lafled near a month, 
{weeping houfes, fences, ficids of grain, &c. in 
fo terrible a manner, asto render it problematical, 
whether the fettlement wi!l not be broken up. 

We learn from North Carolina, thata fire broke 
outin the town of Wathington, on Wednelday 
the 27th ult. whieh burnt nearly half the town ; 
the lofs in houfes, goods, &c. is faid to be very 
confiderable. 

In the parith of St. George, Canon-ftreet, Rat- 
cliff Highway, (London) there is an inflitution 
founded by Mr. Rhine, whereby young women 
who have been four years inthe fchool, four in the 
hofpital, and five in fervice, are entitled to draw 
lors for a wedding-portion of so0l. The days of 
drawing are May day, and the day after Chrifimas- 
day ; whea fix of thele young women, who have 
previoufly laid in their claims, draw tickets, which 
confit of five blanks and one prize; but thofe 
who are fortunate at one time, are not precluded 
an half yearly chance as Jong asthey live.

Extra of a letter from a gentleman in South-Caro- 
lina, to bis Jon in Philadelphia, dated Fuly 5, 
1792. 

_ There has been no rain for fome weeks, if we 
do not foon have rain we fhallall ,*.ih. There 
is hardly a ftalle of corn to be feen in a flourifhing 
flate, I am afraid it will all perifh ; the rice feems 
as though it is going very faft, and unlefs we have 
fome rain, and that very foon, the crops will be 
totally deftroyed ; people are dying very fait in 
our parith ; that worthy lady, Mrs. (Daniel) Blake, 
died, on the if of July; the poor, in gencral, 
lament her lofs ; our worthy friend, Dr. Perry, is 
alfa dead. A young gentieman, by name of 
Greer, who arrived in our parith a few weeks fince, 
in order to prattice phyfic, is alfo dead: In fhort, 
Death fpareth none. 

‘* We have hada long drought and we may fhort- 
ly expect a great deal-of rain, (and to ovfe the 
7 of a Phyfician) it will then be Doctors har- 
veil.” 
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Bruffcls, May 18.——Intelligence has been juft 
receiyed here, that the little town of Bavay, be- 
tween Valenciennes and Meubuege, was yeilerday 
taken by the Auftrians, 108 men, with 4 officers, 
who were there poited, made prifoners. 

May 25.—This Government has received an 
account, that General Sztary, who had been quar- 
tered -t Charleroy, to watch the movement of 
M. de la Fayette’s army, having underftood that 
a large detachment was pofted at a place called 
Florenne, at no great diflance from Philipville, 
he refolved to attack it, though his force was much 
inferior ; M. de Gouvion’s numbers being elti- 
mated at feven thoufand, and thofe of General 
Sztary at butthree. The French, “after an obfti- 
nate refiftance, in the end gave way, leaving 150 
dead, feveral wounded, three pieces of cannon, 
and all their baggage and ammunition; the los 
of the Auftrians was 4 killed, and 22 wounded. 
No more particular circumftances of this aftion 
are as yet received. 

London, May 29.—It is reported, that intelli- 
gence was this morning bronght to town by the 
Dover mail, faid to have been received there juft 
before the coach fet off, ftating, that the Queen of 
France had been murdered: but reports of this 
kind having been frequently circulated without any 
foundation, we mult coatent ourfelves for the pre- 
feat with fimply itating the report, without vouch- 
ing in any way for its authenticity. 

On Friday the 25th, in the 74th year of his 
age, died, the Right Hon. Georce Baroces 
Rooney, Lord Rodney, Baron Rodney, of Rod- 
ney Stoke, Somerfetthire, Baron and K. B. an 
AJlmiral of White, and Vice- Admiral of England ; 
H's Lordthip is fucceeeed in title and eftate by his 
eldeft fon, the Hun. George Roaney, who marri- 
ed, April 1och, 1781, Martha, daughter of the 
Right Hon. Alexander Harley, and his iffue. 

Litchfield, Fuly 18 —One day lait week, the 
beliman of New-Milford, fell from the belfrey to 
the lower fluor (more than 30 feet) and was kil- 
led. A child of the Rev. Mr. Grifwold, abou 
eighteen months old, and another of three years 
old, (the youngeft he held in his arms, and the 
oldett by the band) fell with him. When taken 
up the children were undermolt, and no appear- 
ance of life in either ;—happily, however, one 
is almoft reftored ; and though Mr. Grifwoid’s is 
yet languifhing, there are hopes of its recovery. 


Philadelphia, Fuly 21.—The brig Charletton» 
Capt. Garman, from this port, is arrived at 
Charlefton. On the sth inft. in the evening, there 
arofe aheavy fquall, attended with rain, and fe- 
vere lightning and thunder==during which the fore- 
maft ot the brig was ftrock by the lightning, and 
very much thivered—pafling from thence it killed 
a horfe on deck, belonging to the Hoa. W. Smith, 
and fplintered the mainmatt, melting a brafs plate 
round it—thence defcending into the cahua, (wep: 
in a man who was fitting under the companion, and 
knocked down Mr. W. P. Young, who lay acon- 
fiderable time ceprived of his fenfes, and was very 
much fcorched and otherwife hurt. The mate and 
feveral hands who were on deck, were all knocked 
down, and remained lifelefs for fome time. ‘The 
fhock was fo great that the brig was itopped in her 
way, and every perfon on board thrown into the 
greateft confternation.
